But as this is generallie true in the a(ti- 
ons of all men, ſo is it more ſpeciallie true 
7n the affaires of Kings. For Kings being 
publike perſons, by reaſon of their office 
and authoritie,are as it were ſet (as it was 
ſaydof old) wpon a publique ſlage, inthe 
{zaht of allthe people , where all the behol- 
ders eyes are attentinelie vent, to looke and 

ry in the leaſt circumſtance of their ſecre- 
zeſt drifies. Which ſhould make Kings the 
more carefull, not to harbour the ſecreteſs 
thought in their minde, but ſuch as in the 
owne thne they (hall not be aſhamed open- 
lie to avouch : aſſuring themſelues, that 
time the mother of verity, will in the dewe 
ſeaſen bring her owne daughter toperfe- 
tion.

King,oft found in my owne perſon;thoueh 
I thauke God, nener to my ſhame : haning 
laide my count , ener 10 walke as in the 
eyes of the Almightie, examining eaer ſ0 
the ſecreteſt of my driftes, before I gaue 
them courſe, as how they might ſome day 
byde the touchſtone of a publike tryall. 
nd amoneſt the reſt of my ſecret atti- 
ons,which haue unlocked for of me) come 
to publick knowledge , it hath ſo fared 
with my Bao numoy doggy, directed 0 my 
eldeſt f e. which 1 wrote for exer- 
ciſe of my owne ingene , and inſiructi- 
on of him , who is appointed by God (I 
hope) to fit on my Throne after me, For 
the purpoſe and matter thereof being oaly

An there- 
fore for the more ſecret, and cloſe keeping 
of them, I onely permitted ſeaucn of them: \ 
zo be printed,the Printer being firft ſworn 
; for ſecrecie : and theſe ſeauen 1 diſperſed 
amonit ſome of my truſlicſt ſeruants, to 
be keeped cloſetie by them : leaſt in caſe by 
the iniquitie, or wearing of time, any of 
them might haue been loſt, yet ſome of 
them might hane remained after me, as 
witneſſes to my Sonne, both of the honeit 
zntezritte of my heart, and of my fatherlie 
affection and natural care towards him.

may be miſinterpreted therein. 

To come then particularlie tothe mat- 
ter of my booke,there are two ſpeciall xreat 
points,which (as Iam informed) the ma-

med a little to miſtake : whereof the firſt 
and greateſt 1s. that ſome ſentences there- 
in ſhould ſeeme to furniſh groundes to 
men, to doubt of my ſmceritie tn that Re- 
lizion, which I hane ener conitantly pro- 

eſſed : the other is , that in ſome partes 
thereof, T ſhould ſeeme to nouriſh in my 
minde, a vindictiue reſolution againſs

T he firſt calumnit ( m0 grieuons in- 
deede ) is grounded wpon the ſharpe and 
bitter words.that therein are wſed in the 
deſcription of the humours of Puritanes,

and raſhe-headie preachers , that thinke 
7 their honour to contend with Kinzs, & 
perturbe whole kingdomes. The other 
point 1s onely grounded vpon the ſtraite 
charge Igine my Sonne, wot to heare, nor 
ſuffer any varenerent ſpeeches or bookes 
againſt any of his parents or progenitors : 
wherein I doe alleage my owne experience 
anent the Qucene my mother : affirming 
that Inener founde any, that were of per- 
ite age the time of her raigne here, ſo ſled- 
if true to me in al ny troubles, as theſe 
that conſtantly kept their alleageance to 
her in her time. But if the charitable rea- 


der will aduiſedlie conſider, both the me- 


 thode and matter of my treatiſe, hee will 


eaſilie indge, what wrong I haue ſuſtained 


by the carping at both. For my booke , 


ſuppoſe very ſmall, being denyded in three 


fenerall parts , the firſt part thereof onely 


zreates of a Kings ductie towards God in 
Religion : wherein I hane ſo cleartie made 
profeſion of my Religion , calling it the 
Religion wherein I was brought wp, and 
ener made profeſion of, and wiſhing him 
euer to continue in the ſame, as the onely 
true forme of Gods worſhip . that I m_ 
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To Tur Rrapex. 
hane thought my ſincere plainneſſe in 


that firſt part wpon that ſubiect , ſhould 


haue ditted the mouth of the moſt ennious 
Momus, that ener hell did hatche, from 


barking at any other part of my booke v- 


pon that grounde , except they wouldal- 
ledge me to be contrarie to my ſelfe, which 
in ſo ſmall a volume, would ſmell of too 
great weakneſſe, and ſliprineſſe of meno- 
rie._And the ſecond part of my booke,tea- 
ches my ſonne howe to wſe his of fice, in the 
adminiſtration of inſlice, and polttike g0- 
nernement : the third onely contayning 4 
Kinzs outward behautiour in indifferent 
things;what aggreeance and conformitie 
he ought to keepe betwixt his outward be- 
haniour in theſe things,and the vertuons 


qualities of his minde:& how they ſhould 


ſerue for trunſhe-men , to interprete the 


inwarde diſpoſition of the minde, to the 
eyes of them that cannot ſee farther with- 
in him, and therefore muſt onely indae of 
him by the outward appearance. So as if 
there were no more to be looked into, but. 
the very methode and order of the booke, tt 
will ſufficientlie cleare me of that firſt and 
gricnouſeſt imputation, in the point of Res 
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To Tun RraprR. 
Htsion : fince in the firſt part, where Relz- 
jr is Cars x {pets ſo plarnly. 
And what in other parts I ſpeake of Pu- 
Yitanes,it is onely of their morall faults,in 
that part where I ſpeake of policie : decla- 
ring when they contemne the law and ſo- 
ueraigne authoritie, what examplare pu- 
niſhment they deſerne for the ſame. And 
now as to the matter it ſelfe where-vpon 
this skandale is taken , that Im 2 ſuffi- 
ciently ſatisfie all honeſt men,and by a inſt 
apologie raiſe vp a braſen wall or belwark 
azainſt all the darts of the ennions, Iwill 
the more narrowly rippe vp the wordts, 
whereat they ſeeme to bee ſomewhat fio- 
eacked. 

Firſt thez,as to the name of Puritages, 
1 am not ienorant that the flile thereof 
doth properly belong onely to that wile ſecÞ 
amoneit the Anabaptiſts, called the Fa- 
milie of loue; becauſe they thinke them- 
ſelnes onely pure, and in a manner, with- 
put ſire, the onely true Charch,and only 
worthie to bee partieipant of the Sacra- 
ments, and allthe reſt of the world to be 
but abomination in the ſieht of God. Of 
#his ſpecial ſeat, ] princely meane when 
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To Trxz Rrapnn, 
I ſpeake of Puritanes , diners of them, 4s 
Browne, Penrie, ad others, hauing at 
ſundrie times comin Scotland, to ſowe 
their popple among#t vs ( and from my 
heart I wiſh,that they had left no ſchollers 
behinde them, who by their fruites will in 
the owne time be manifefied) and partly, 
indeede, I gine this ſtile 10 ſuch brainſick 


* and headie preachers therr diſciples and 


followers, as refuſing to be called of that 
ſect, yet participates too much with their 
humours,in maintaining the aboue men- 
tioned errours, not onely agreeing with 
the generall rule of all Anabaptiſts,in'the 
contempt of the cinill Magiſtrate, and in 
leaning to their owne dreames and renela- 
tions ; but particularly with this ſet, in 
accounting all men prophane that ſweares 
ot to all their fantaſies, in making far e- 
werie particular queition of the policie of 
the Church,as ereat commotion, as if the 
article of the T rinitie were called izz con- 


 tromerſie ,in making the Scriptures to be 


ruled by their conſcience, and not their 
conſcience by the Scripture; and he that 
denies the leaſt iot of their grounds, (it ti« 
bi tanquam cthnicus & publicanusz

wot worthy to enjoy the benefite of brea- 
thing, much leſſe to participate with them 
of the Sacraments : and before that any of 
their grounds be impngned,let King, peo- 
ple,law and all be tred under foote. Such 
holie warres are to be preferred to an vn- 
godlie peace : 0, in ſuch caſes, Chriſtian 
princes are not only to be reſiſted vnto, but 
not to be prayed for. For prayer muſt come 
of Faith, and it is renealed to their con- 
ſciences, that God will heare noprayer for 
ach a Prince. Tndge then, Chriſtian rea- 
der, if wrong thy ſort of people, in giuing 
them the ſtyle of that ſect, whoſe erronrs 
they imitate : and ſince they are conten- 
ted to weave their linerie, let them not bee 
aſhamed to borrowe alſo their name, It is 
onely of this kind of men, that in this book 
Twrite ſo ſharphe ; and whome Iwiſhe 1 
Sonne to puniſhe, in-caſe they refuſe to 0- 
bey the lawe, and will not ceaſe to ſlur-vp 
a rebellion, Whome againſt 1 haue written 
the more vitterlie, in reſpe#t of diners fa- 
mus libels, e+ iniurious (peaches ſpred by 
ſome of them, not onely aiſhonowrably in- 
aectine againſt all Chriftian princes, but 
enen reprochefiull to our profeſsion and re- 
ligi-

778 coullour thereof”: and yet were nener an- 
of ſwered but by Papiſts, who generally med.

But on the 0- 
m | ther part, Iproteit pon mine honour , 1

1- are perſwaded, that their Biſhops ſ5nels of

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For as vpon the one part , I neither by 
name nor diſcription point ont England in

by a degree nearer of kinne vnto my m6- 
ther then he ts, neither thinke 1 my ſelfe, 
cither that unworthie , or that neere my 
ende, that I neede tomake ſuch a Dauidt- 
call refament, ſince 1 hane ener thoughtit 
the dutie of a worthie Prince, rather with 
a pike,then a pcn,to write his inft reuenge.
